'The  Pakistani  government 
has  created  an  opening  for  terror¬ 
ists  to  attack  Christians  indis¬ 
criminately  by  acceding  to  their 
demands  in  the  Swat  Valley," 
said  Jeremy  SewaD,  IOC's  advo¬ 
cacy  director.  "Formerly, 
Christians  in  the  major  cities  of 
Pakistan  experienced  discrimina¬ 
tion,  but  up  till  now  they  had  not 
had  to  fear  threats  of  forced  con¬ 
version  or  execution  an  a  wide 
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scale.  This  attack  is  a  harbinger  of 
worse  to  come  if  the  Pakistani 
government  continues  to  cower 
in  the  face  of  Muslim  radicals."' 

Afghanistan's  president, 
Hamm  Karzai,  and  outer  world 
leaders  warned  that  foe  Sharia 
law  deal  could  have  dire  conse¬ 
quences  for  the  region,  including 
human  rights  abuses  and  unin¬ 
tended  assistance  to  militants. 

"The  decision  of  the  Pakistan 
government  to  impose  Sharia 
law  on  entire  regions  of 
Pakistan  in  concessions  aimed 
at  pacifying  a  spreading  Taliban 
insurgency  foe  broujfof  about 
>  foe  unfortunate  and  expected 
results  of  greater  persecution  of 
religious  minorities  in 
Pakistan,"  Joseph  Grieboski, 
president  of  foe  Institute  cm 
Religion  and  Public  Policy 
(IRFP),  said.  "Hindus  and  Sikhs 
are  fleeing  the  Swat  region  with 
no  help  whatsoever  from 
Islamabad  [Pakistan's  capital]." 

According  to  a  news  release 
from  IRPP  April  22,  Taliban  lead- 
ess  have  strengthened  their  hold 
in  the  Swat  Valley  over  the  past 
two  years,  demolishing  about 
200  all-girls  schools,  beheading 
local  officials,  and  flogging  a  17- 
year-old  girl  for  refusing  to 
marrv  a  militant  commander.
